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Based on further consideration about the claimed invention, as described on page 6, third paragraph of the specification of the instant 
application, it is noted by examiner that "the sequence of ticks" or timing signals at predictable intervals (fm / N) described in the 
specification is nothing more than just a second clock derived from a master clock. This second clock information/timing signals is 
further used to form as a timing packet for transmission from a master station to a client station. However, Dudziak teaches deriving a 
data clock from a telecom clock wherein the derived data clock (the sequence of ticks) or second clock is a frequency clock/timing 
signals at predicted intervals and embedding the data clock (timing signals) in data packets for transmission (paragraph 0005) to a 
remote terminal. Accordingly, in Dudziak, the data packets comprising the data clock information (and therefore the original telecom 
clock information because data clock is derived from telecom clock) correspond to the timing signal packets recited in claim 1. Dudziak 
further teaches at the receiving terminal that the data clock (sequence of ticks) is then determined from the received data packets 
comprising the data clock, and the original telecom dock frequency is then recovered. Therefore, the teaching of Dudziak met the 
claimed invention. 

In light of the reasons above, claims 1-5, 7-10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Dudziak et al. (US 
Publication 2002/0136232 A1) and claim 6 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dudziak et al. in view of 
Chang (US Publication 2003/0020991 A1).
